County,  and  tributary  to  Mattaponi 
River  6  miles  southeast  of  Shumansville, 
King  and  Queen  County,  Va.  (Not 
Marracossic,  Marracossick,  Marricossick, 
Massacocia,  Massacoxi,  nor  Mattacocy.) 

Newmarket;  Town  and  Village,  Rock- 
ingham County,  N.  H.  (Not  New 
Market.) 

San  Andres;  Mountains,  east  of  Rio 
Grande  from  lat.  32°  3(K,  central  New 
Mexico.    (Not  San  Andreas.)

*Dover;  City,  Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio. 
(Not  Canal  Dover.) 

Nett  Lake;  Town,  Koochiching  and  St. 
Louis  Counties,  Minn.    (Not  Net  Lake.) 

*Ogden;  Peak  (altitude  10,102  feet), 
southeast  of  Ogden,  Weber  County, 
Utah.  (Not  Observation  nor  Obser- 
vatory.) 

Parris;  Island,  between  Broad  and 
Beaufort  Rivers,  just  to  the  northward 
Port  Royal  Sound,  Beaufort  County, 
S.  C.    (Not  Paris.) 

June  2,  1920. 

Biscayne;  Bay,  near  southern  extremity 
Florida,  opening  into  Atlantic  Ocean. 
(Not  Key  Bay  Biscayne.) 

Casselman;  River,  rising  in  Garrett 
County,  Md.,  tributary  to  Youghio- 
gheny  River  from  the  east  at  Conflu- 
ence, Somerset  County,  Pa.  (Not 
Casselman 's,  Castleman,  nor  Castle- 
man's.) 


Cockscomb;  Peak,  Sierra  Nevada  Range, 
lat.  37°  b(y  N.;  long.  119°  23. r  W.;  on 
boundary  line  Mariposa  and  Tuolumne 
Counties,  Calif. 

Coyote;  Creek,  debouching  in  south  end 
San  Francisco  Bay,  Alameda  and  Santa 
Clara  Counties,  Calif.  (Not  Coyote 
River.) 

Faben;  Point,  northwest  comer  Mercer 
Island,  in  Lake  Washington,  Kings 
County,  Wash.  (Not  Faben's,  Ra- 
benes,  nor  Rabins.) 

Hurd;  Peak,  Sierra  Nevada  Range,  lat., 
37°  08.5'  N.,  long.  |18°  33.8'  W.; 
southwest  Long  Lake,  Inyo  County, 
Calif. 

Indian  Wells;  Valley,  Kern,  Inyo,  and 
San  Bernardino  Counties,  Calif.  (Not 
Brown  Valley,  Inyo-Kern  Valley,  nor 
Inyokern  Valley.) 

Mauvais  Coulee;  Creek,  Benson,  Town- 
er, and  Ramsey  Counties,  N.  Dak. 
(Not  Big  Coolee  nor  Big  Coulee.) 

Pierre;  Creek,  rising  in  McKenzie 
County,  N.  Dak.,  tributary  to  Yellow- 
stone River,  T.  149  N.,  R.  59  E.,  Daw- 
son County,  Mont.  (Not  Benny  Pierre.) 

Red  Owl;  Creek,  from  soiu'ce  in  T.  9  N., 
R.  12  E.,  to  junction  with  Sulphur 
Creek,  Meade  County,  S.  Dak.  (Not 
White  Owl  nor  Owl  Feather.) 

Rock;  Lake,  T.  163  N.,  R.  66  W.,  Towner 
County,  N.  Dak.  (Not  Lac  des 
Roches.) 

San  Carpoforo;  Creek  and  Valley, 
Monterey  and  San  Luis  Obispo  Coun- 
ties, CaUf.  (Not  San  Carpojaro,  San 
Carpojo,  San  Carpojoro,  nor  San 
Carpovoro.) 

Saurian  Crest;  Peak  (altitude  11,065 
feet),  Sierra  Nevada  Range,  lat.  38° 
08.6'  N.,  long.  119°  34.4'  W.,  southeast 
Forsyth  Peak  and  northwest  Mary  Lake, 
Tuolumne  County,  Calif. 
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Souris;  River,  rising  in  Canada,  flowing 
through  McHenry,  Renville,  and 
Ward  Counties,  N.  Dak.,  and  empty- 
ing into  the  Assiniboine  River,  Mani- 
toba, Canada.    (Not  Mouse.) 

Taghanic;  Creek,  flowing  northeasterly 
through  southeastern  part  Hector 
Township,  Schuyler  County,  and 
northeastern  part  Ulysses  Township, 
Tompkins  County,  N.  Y.,  emptying 
into  Cayuga  Lake.  (Not  Mecklenburg, 
Smith's  Hollow,  Taughanack,  Taugha- 
*nic,  Taughannock,  nor  Toughanack.) 


Temple  Crag;  Peak,  Sierra  Nevada 
Range,  lat.  37°  06.7'  N.,  long.  118° 
29.5'  W.,  south  Big  Pine  Lakes,  Inyo 
County,  Calif. 

Theodore  Roosevelt;  Pass,  in  Rocky 
Mountains,  between  Glacier  Station 
and  Belton,  Flathead  County,  Mont. 
(Not  Belton.) 

White  Owl;  Creek,  tributary  to  Red  Owl 
Creek  from  southwest,  T.  3  N.,  R.  15 
E.,  Meade  County,  S.  Dak.  (Not  Red 
Owl.) 
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
